GENEVA (Agencies) — U.S. President Ron- 
ald Reagan and Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev made good progress on Wednesday 
in the final formal session of their historic 
s ummi t but asked their aides to continue 
work and report to them later Wednesday, 
White House spokesman Larry Speakes 
said. 


The two leaders met for about 
three hours Wednesday afternoon 
hut the news blackout imposed 
when the talks began on Tuesday 
morning remained in effect. 
“Good progress was made but 
some work remains to be done." 
Speakes told reporters. 

In the meantime, the two lea- 
ders remained at the Soviet mis- 
sion. conferring informally. 

“We are discussing whether and 
how' we will report the occ- 
urrences at the summit.’* Speakes- 
said. '“There have been no dec- 
isions made on how we trill rep- 
ort.” ■ 


An informed U.S. official told- 
the AP the talks were “positive” 
from an American standpoint and 
there would be “a lot to say” on 
results once a news blackout is lif- 
ted. 

The official, who demanded 
anonymity, said the blackout 
■could be lifted Wednesday night. 

Soviet spokesman Leonid 
Zamyatin also called the summit a 
“very positive event" 

Speakes said U-S.-Soviet mee- 
tings had been held on two levels: 
The formal talks involving the two 
leaders and their aides, and pri- 
vately among lower-level experts. 


This indicated that U5. and Sov- 
iet officials were working on drafts 
of summit statements. 

Mark Palmer, a U.S. State Dep- 
artment eniert on -Soviet affairs, 
and Oleg Sokolov, the charge at 
the Soviet embassy in Was- 
hington. started work on drafts 
even before the summit talks. 

The unexpected halt int- 
errupted talks that Mr. Gorbachev 
described as “very lively” and 
focusing on “all the problems of 
concern to the Soviet and Ame- 
rican people.” 

When asked if the Soviet side 
was still insisting that Mr. Reagan 
abandon his “Star Wars" pro- 
gramme. Zamyatin would say only 
that Moscow was pleased at the 
way the two leaders were thr- 
ashing out the issues. 

This reply was a dear softening 
of Moscow's frequently-stated ins- 
istence that “Star Wars" must be- 
halted.

Arab message to Geneva 
emphasises PLO role 


RABAT (Agencies) — KjncHas- 
san of Morocco has appealed to 
President 'Reagan and Soviet lea- 
der Mikhail Gorbachev to dKCuSS- 
at , the .

In. identical messages to the two 
leaders published here cm Wed- 
nsday.

“Insofar as it constitutes an abj- 
ect and serious obstacle in the way 
of peace.' terrorism was unr- 
eservedly and unanimously con- 
demned by allthestates present or 
represented” at the Casablanca 
summit. King Hassan said. 

He also expressed the Arab 


World's deep concern at Iran’s 
“persistent and unjustified ref- 
usal” to respond to Iraq's offers of 
a ceasefire in their Gulf war.

Feres: No early chance 
seen for talks with Syria 


TEL AVTV (Agencies) — Israeli 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres said 
on Wednesday Israel was willing 
to start peace talks with Syria but 
said he foresaw no possibility of 
negotiating with Damascus soon. 

Peres was speaking in par- 
liament 24 hours after Israeli jets 
clashed with Syrian, aircraft over 
eastern Lebanon in the first dash 
since 1982. Israel said two Syrian 
planes were shot down by its mis- 
siles but Syria did not' report any 
loss of planes. 

“If the Syrians want to neg- 
otiate. Israel is willing to enter dir- 
ect talks,” Peres said in reply to a 
parliamentarian's question. “As 
for negotiations in the distant fut- 
ure, we do not see any serious Syr- 


ian readiness at alt” 

Peres said Syria was working 
toward military parity with Israel 
and would prefer negotiations in 
an international conference, 
which Israel rejects. 

Peres said on Tuesday Israel 
viewed the air battle as an kolated 
incident and Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin said the Israelis 
were cot trying to increase tension 
with Syria. 

"We hope there will be no rep- 
ercussions,” Rabin told a news 
conference in Los Angeles. "We 
would like to avoid any con- 
frontation as long as our rights are 
not jeopardised.”

Prince Hassan: Feeling of 
alienation from authority 
breeds fundamentalism 


AMMAN (J.T.) - His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan 
has said that one of the major rea- 
sons for the rise of fun- 
damental ism is the lack of popular 
involvement in the decision- 
making process and solution to the 
problem lies in engaging the peo- 
ple in a dialogue and bringing 
them closer to authority.. 

In a wide-rangjng interview 
published in a Karachi-based 
weekly. Pakistan and Gulf Eco- 
nomist. the Crown Prince said: 
“Authority is a symbol of common 
dissent among young people and 
this has nothing to do with Islam. 
It is a common characteristic...” 

“H they feel that there is an exc- 
hange of views... if a young man or 
woman can reconcile with wor- 
king and contributing as a member 
of society, as well as being a wife 
or husband or a father or a mother 
of a family in the contemporary 
society, then we have achieved 
something” he said. 

Commenting on South-South 
dialogue and a new information 
order, the Crown Prince lamented 
the poor state of exchange of inf- 
ormation among developing cou- 
ntries. Citing as an example lack of 
proper coordination based on 
proper information among the 
manpower-exporting countries 
and oil -exporting countries on 
their priorities. Prince Hassan cal- 
led for an “extensively educative 


process for our decision- raa kens 
which has to be performed by our 
own information -gathering ser- 
vices because we can't depend on 
foreign sources of information 
because of either superficiality or 
the bias." 

In reply to a question on Jor- 
dan's role in the region, the Crown 
Prince stressed the need for more 
regional cooperation and said the 
Kingdom is trying to convey to the 
outside world that the Mideast 
region “is a region to be reckoned 
with, to be considered." 

Replying to a question on the 
increasing violence in the world. 
Prince Hassan said "the div- 
isiveness in our society” enc- 
ourages violence. "... we prefer 
autocracy, ironically while calling 
for democracy. We prefer direct 
methods of liberation politics 
which effectively paves the way 
for such a form of society with the 
result that people’s participation 
in decision-making process is 
side-tracked. I think that this abs- 
ence of people’s participation in 
decision-making is dearly bre- 
aking us into sub-groups and cli- 
ques... each with vested interests, 
each with frustrations that often 
lead to direct violent con- 
frontation."

MUSCAT (Agencies) - His 
Majesty King Hussein held talks 
with President Hosni Mubarak of 
Egypt on Wednesday before the 
Egyptian leader left Muscat after 
attending Oman's celebrations 
marking its 15th National Day.

The King met with a number of 
Arab and foreign leaders att- 
ending the celebrations over the 
past three days. Notable among 
the dignitaries were Saudi Crown 
Prince Abdullah Ibn Abdul Aziz. 
Kuwaiti Crown Prince Sheikh 
Saad Al Sabah, the crown prince 
of Bahrain. Tunisian Prime Min- 
ister Mohammad Mzali. Indian 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi and 
Italian Foreign Minister Guilio 
Andreotti. 

The King also received former 
U.S. President Gerald Ford, who 
attended the Omani celebrations 
as a representative of President 
Ronald Reagan. 

The King was expected to pro- 
ceed to Sana'a. North Yemen, 
from Muscat and reports have said 
that he was planning to visit sev- 
eral other Gulf countries, inc- 
luding Saudi Arabia.

Embassy urges U.S. citizens 
to stay away from Khartoum 


KHARTOUM (Agencies) — The U.S. embassy said 
Wednesday that Khartoum has become unsafe for 
Americans and urged them to stay away. 


The embassy distributed a news 
release saying the warning was 
effective Wednesday and was 
being repeated in a “travel adv- 
isory" from the State Department 
in Washington. 

“Due to the presence in Kha- 
rtoum of known terrorists and 
possible threats to U.S. interests. 
American citizens are advised to 
avoid the Sudanese capital of 
Khartoum." the news release-said 
without further elaboration. 

What prompted the warning 
was uncertain, but some residents 
have noted an apparent rise in 
anu'- American feeling among the 
Sudanese in recem weeks. 

On Oct. 26. Omar Al Tayeh. 
vice president in the regime of 


ousted President Jaafar Numeiri. 
went on trial for alleged inv- 
olvement in the clandestine tra- 
nsport of thousands of Ethiopian 
Jews to Israel through Sudanese 
famine relief camps. 

Prosecution witnesses, who still 
are being called, have testified 
that the United States financed 
and helped plan the operation 
through the 'embassy in Kha- 
rtoum. the .central intelligence 
agency and other agencies. 

Sudan’s government-run tel- 
evision channel has televised the 
trial sessions from the beginning. 
While the embassy has had no 
comment, newspapers reported 
early in the trial that U.S. dip- 
lomats were unhappy aliout the 


alleged American involvement in 
the operation becoming television 
fare. 

Mr. Numeiri and Sudan were 
criticised throughout the Arab 
World for the airlift, which the 
Arabs contended was providing 
soldiers for Israel's armed forces. 

Western diplomats said the adv- 
ice was clearly based on A merican 
concern at the arrival in Khartoum 
of certain Libyans in the months 
since the overthrow of Numeiri. 

The transitional government in 
Khartoum has improved relations 
with Tripoli and allowed the Rev- 
olutionary Committees Mov- 
ement. the ideological wing of the 
Libyan government, to open an 
'office in the city centre. 

In another .development the 
sister-in-law of Numeiri has been 
charged with fraud and wasting 
public funds, the Khartoum new- 
spaper A I Ayyam said Wed- 


nesday. 

Fatma Khalil Aboul Hassan. 
wife of Numeirf s brother Mus- 
tafa. allegedly committed the off- 
ences while in charge of the Sud- 
anese Children's Village aft Sojiha. 
south of Khartoum, the examining 
magistrate told the newspaper. 

The Al Ayyam-report said she 
had been released on bail of 
20,500 pounds ($8,100). 

Mustafa Numeiri was also arr- 
ested after the April uprising in 
Sudan and is expected to face cha- 
rges over his management of a 
multi-million pound cooperative 
association. 

The former president and his 
wife are exiled in Egypt where 
they arrived from the United Sta- 
tes on the day Gen. Abdul Rah- 
man Swareddahab seized power. 
Sudanese judicial authorities are 
seeking his extradition. 


Egypt’s first lady gives 
rare glimpse of home life 


CAIRO (AP) — Egypt’s first lady 
Suzanne Mubarak gave a rare gli- 
mpse of her home life in an int- 
erview published Wednesday. pic- 
turing President Hosni Mubarak 
as a caring father and husband 
who makes tea for his family in the 
morning. 

Mre. Mubarak spoke to weekly 
magazine Akher Saa in what is 
believed to be her first interview 
with an Egyptian publication since 
her husband became president in 
October 1981 after extremists 
assassinated Anwar Sadat. 

Mrs. Mubarak had been inv- 
olved m social welfare projects 
since 1975. when her husband 
became rice president. While con- 
tinuing with her projects, she low- 
ered her profile drastically after 
she became first lady. 

Sources dose to Mrs. Mubarak 
said this was to avoid problems 
faced by her predecessor. Jihan 
SadaL Mrs. Sadat's active political 
and social role brought wid- 
espread criticism from con- 
servative Egyptians despite being 
a celebrity abroad. 

Mrs. Mubarak told Akher Saa 
that despite* the president’s busy 
schedule, he spends more time 
with his family now than whe» 
they were first married and he was 
a pilot in the air force. 

. “Now he wakes up die children 
iiLthe morning so they are not late 


for work. He himself makes tea for 
himself and the children." Mrs. 
Mubarak said. 

“This Is a habit he got used to a 
long time ago and did not chance 
after his position changed. The 
children are always happy when 
they have breakfast with him." 

The attractive first lady, whose 
mother was Welsh and her father 
Egyptian, has short, chestnut- 
coloured hair, dark brown eyes 
and a ready smile, in her forties, 
she has two sons, Alaa. 25. and 
Gamal. 22. both graduates of 
American University in Cairo. 

Mrs. Muharak said her family 
usually gathers daily at 5 pan. for a 
late lunch. “1 think this is the hap- 
piest time of the day."she said. 

“We have the children with us. 
and we listen to their stories of 
what happened during the day. 
My husband also tries to spend 
Fnday with us if he does not have 
important appointments.” 

She told the magazine that her 
husband encouraged her when she 
returned to university after their 
two sons entered school. 

“During e xaminatio n tune, my 
husband used to take the children 
outside the house to give me a 
chance to concentrate and study. 
He always helped me in taking, 
care of Ae children." she said. 


Amal leader apologises 
for clash with Irish 


TEL AVIV (R) — An Amal 
ShTite militia leader apologised 
after his men dashed overnight 
with Irish soldiers of the United 
Nations peace-keeping force in 
southern Lebanon, a U.N. spo- 
kesman said Wednesday. 

Timor Goksel told Reuters the 
Irish Battalion commander rec- 
eived the apology five hours after 
a sequence of incidents began near 
Tibntne. north of Bint Jbeil. 

Irish soldiers first came under 
fire when they stopped and dis- 
armed four men. he said. The sol- 
diers fired back. Local residents 
blew out the tyres of their vehide 
and 15 armed men surrounded It 

Armed men surrounded Irish 
troops at two U.N. checkpoints, 
the spokesman said .The Irish dep- 
loyed additional soldiers but there 
was no gunfire exchanged until the 
Irish moved in two personnel car- 
riers and were- confronted by 
armed men at Aita Az Zott. 

The spokesman said the militia 
chief met the Irish commander 


and local authorities after the inc- 
idents. 

Meanwhile pro-Syrian mil- 
itiamen have arrested two men in 
eastern Lebanon in connection 
with the killing of a senior Chr- 
istian cleric and his nephew. Leb- 
anon's Syrian Nationalist Social 
Party (SNSP) said Tuesday.

Iran warns 
tugboats 
to stay 
away from 
its waters 


MANAMA. Bahrain (AP) -The 
Iranian Navy commander 'has 
warned salvage tugboats in the 
Gulf region that they would risk 
“destruction or at least detention" 
if they tried to rescue any ship in 
distress in Iranian waters without 
prior permission. 

The warning was broadcast by 
the Arabic service of the Iranian 
state radio, monitored here, while 
the Dutch tugboat Amsterdam 
remained in detention at the Ira- 
nian port of Bandar Abbas. 

The Amsterdam was seized on 
Nov. 1 by the Iranian Navy.- 

At the time of the seizure the 
tugboat was towing the Greek 
supertanker Canaria outside Ira- 
nian waters toward the United 
Arab Emirates port of Dubai for 
repairs after a missile attack by 
Iraqi warplanes. 

Tne 3u0,000-ton Canaria was 
one of seven supertankers cha- 
rtered by the Iran to move Iranian 
crude oil from the Iraqi- 
threatened Kharg Island oil ter- 
minal in the north eastern sector 
of the Gulf to the makeshift Sirri 
terminal 560 kilometres sou- 
thwards. 

The broadcast quoted the Ira- 
nian Navy Commander. Col. 
Malak Dazajan. as accusing the 
tugboats of “extorting" money 
from vessles in distress — by ove- 
rcharging them for salvage work. 

Col. Daiajan also told the radio 
that “espionage equipment" in 
the form of sophisticated radar 
and radio equipment was som- 
etimes detected aboard these tug- 
boats. 

He stopped Short of openly acc- 
using the Amsterdam of practicing 
espionage. The tug is owned by 
the Dutch maritime salvage com- 
pany Wijsrauller. 

Wijsmulier along with other 
major marine salvage firms mai- 
ntain tugboats in Gulf ports, often 
vying for salvage opportunities 
whenever a commercial vessel is 
raided by either of the Gulf wsr 
belligerents. Iran and Iraq. 

The so -railed tanker war broke 
out in i 984, with Iraq attacking 
ships in the 'war zone around 
Kharg, and Iran retaliating by rai-. 
ding ships sailing. in the neutral 
waters well south of the 'military 
exclusion zone. 


U.N. report reveals Iran’s silence 
over 300 summary executions 


UNITED NATIONS (R) - Iran 
has so far failed fo provide inf- 
ormation about nearly 300 people 
reported to have been summarily 
executed in the country or to have 
died - as a result of ill-treatment, 
according to a U.N. report.- 

The document, made available 
Tuesday to Reuters and due to be 
officially made public shortly, was 
prepared by Andres Aguilar of 
Venezuela, appointed by the U.N. 
Human . Rights Commission to 
study the human rights situation in 
Iran. 

The diplomat said that as the 
commission’s special rep- 
resentative he asked Iran in July 
for detailed information about 
282 people alleged to have been 
summarily or arbitrarily executed 
in 1984-85. and 17 others alleged 
to have died last year as a result of 
ill-treatment during detention. 

In response he received only 
general information about legal 
and constitutional provisions reg- 
arding human rights, and there 
was no response on the cases he 
bad raised 

“The information available to 
the special representative appears 
to contradict the situation des- 
cribed in the document submitted 
by the government of the Islamic 
Republic of Iran — in particular 
with regard to the use of torture in' 


prisons, both during interrogation 
and after sentences are pro- 
nounced: Arrests without any 
given reason and prolonged det- 
ention periods without a trial and 
denial of visits to prisoners by law- 
yers and family members." Mr. 
Aguilar said in his report, 

Mr. Aguilar, a former justice 
minister 'who is due to become 
Venezuela’s U.N. ambassador 
□ext year, added: 

“The special representative is. 
therefore, obliged to conclude 
that these allegations cannot be 
dismissed as groundless unless 
proven to be so on the basis of 
detailed information which the 
government (of Iran) is in the best 
position to collect and provide." 

Mr. Aguilar, who said he bad 
received no response to his app- 
eals to be allowed to visit Iran.- 
called on the Tehran government 
to “strengthen its cooperation" 
with him and the U.N. Human 
Rights Commission and to con- 
tinue a dialogue “in the interest of 
normalising the situation of 
human rights in the Islamic Rep- 
ublic of Iran." 

He said he had also received no 
reply to a letter he sent at the end 
of August giving details of inf- 
ormal hearings he held with 13 
•individuals who claimed to have 
had personal experience of human 


rights violations in Iran. 

Some were members of the 
Baha’i religious community who 
charged that members had been 
persecuted, tortured or executed 
m an attempt to make them ren-' 
ounce their faith, regarded as her- 
etical by Iran’s fundamentalist Isl- 
amic government. 

The highest-ranking Baha’i 
dignitary. Madame Ruhiyyih 
Rabbani, expressed dis- 
appointment at the U.N. report, 
due to be debated next week when 
the U.N. Genera] Assembly's Soc- 
ial. Humanitarian and Cultural' 
Committee for the first time takes 
up the human rights situation in 
Iran. 

Mrs. Rabbani. at present in 
New York, told reporters it was 
“inadequate" 1 and did oot reflect 
“one-bundredth part of what the 
Bahai's of Iran are going thr- 
ough." 

Mr. Aguilar. 6i . who was amb- 
assador to Washington from 1972 
to 1 974 after spending four years 
as Venezuela's U.N. rep- 
resentative. was a member of a 
five-man U.N- panel that visited 
Iran in 1980 in. an unsuccessful 
attempt to secure the release of 
more than 50 Americans held hos- 
tage after the seizure of the United 
States embassy. 


Velayati ends ‘successful’ Libya visit 


BEIRUT (R) — Iranian Foreign 
Minister Aii Akbar Velayati has 
left Libya after a two-day visit 
which he termed “successful and. 
positive." Libya's JANA news 
agency said Wednesday. 

The agency, monitored in Bei- 
rut. said that before leaving Tri- 
poli Tuesday night Mr. Velayati 
said he had dismissed matters of 
interest to Islam and Muslims dur- 
ing his visit 

The agency, which on Monday 
reported talks between Mr. Vel- 
ayati and Maj. Abdul Salam Jal- 
loud. number two in the Libyan 
leadership, did not indicate whe- 
ther he had (net the country’s lea- 


der Col. Muammar ,'adhafi Tue- 
sday. 

On arrival in Algiers Mr. Vel- 
ayati said he would talk to Alg- 
erian leaders on “questions of 
mutual interest." hut declined to 
he more specific. 

Algeria has good relations with 
both Iran and Iraq and has. in the 
past, tried to mediate between 
them to halt the five-year-old Gulf 
war. 

Meanwhile Maj. Khouildi 
Lahmidi. a member of the Libyan 
Revolutionary Command, said 
Tuesday he hoped Libya and Alg- 
eria could develop their relations, 
the official Algerian News Agency

Jordan and the PLO decided in 
~ February to work jointly for a 
> .Middle East peace settlement that 
* would provide for a Jordanian- 
r Palestinian confederation to be 
agreed hy an international con- 
ference. 

The United States reiterated on 
Tuesday that it would dol neg- 
otiate with the PLO until it accepts 
the two U.N. resolutions and rec- 
ognises Israel's right to exist. 

The PLO has so far rejected the 
resolutions on their own., which 
/call for Israel to withdraw from the 
West Bank and other territories it 
occupied in. the J 967 Arah-lsraeli 
war. because they do hot affirm 
the Palestinian's right to self- 
determination and regard them 
only as refugees. 

The 11 -member PLO Exe- 
cutive Committee will bold joint 
sessions with the central com- 
mittee of the mainstream Fateh 
group, and decisions will be put to 
the presidium of the Palestine 
National Council. 

"The magnitude of these dec- 
isions is sum that they must have 
broad PLO support in order to 
succeed," one Arab diplomatic 
source said. The 75-member pr- 
esidium wiU meet here on Sunday. 

The PLO Executive Committee 
wfll also he^'r a report from a : 
dal team set up to investigate 
month’s hijacking by four Pal- 
estinians of the Italian cruse liner 
Achille Laura, .which set back the 
Middle East peace process. 

Theibur and a firth Arab were 
jailed by an Italian court in Genoa 
Monday for DIegal possession 
of firearms and explosives and are 
expected to go on trial next year 
for the hijaclringand murder of an 
American passebger.- 
The hx jackets are reportedly 
members of the small Palestine- 


Liberation Front (PLF) whose 
leader Mohammad Abbas (Abu 
Abbas), a PLO Executive Com- 
, mittee member, was named on 
Tuesday by Italian magistrates as 
being involved in the hijacking. 

It was not clear whether Abu 
Abbas, who travels on an Iraqi 
diplomatic passport and who the 
sources say is known to be now in 
Iraq, would attend Thursday’s 
meeting. 

The United States has accused 
Abu Abbas of masterminding the 
hijacking, but Western diplomats 
said the U.S. was not currently 
■ pursuing him here. 

"There are stones that are bet- 
ter left unturned,’' commented 
one diplomat, who said the U.S. 
was keeping quiet on Abu Abhas' 
'presence because it did not want 
to harm relations with Baghdad. * 

The sources said a senior PLF 
member would appear before the 
Executive Committee but no dis- 
ciplinary action would be taken 
a gains t. Abu Abbas or his. group. 

“This is simply a chance to exp- 
lain what happened, a quest ioa- 
and-answer session.. Nobody will- 
even be reprimanded.” one source 
said. 

Bishop EHa Khouri, an Exe- 
cutive Committee member and 
one of two ■ Palestinians British 
Foreign Secretary $h\ Geoffrey 
Howe refused to receive in Lon- 
don last month as part of a joint 
Jordanian-PLO. delegation, said- 
he would no longer .sit on the 
committee if Abu Abbas was all- 
owed to stay. 

“It was obvious the British talks 
failed because of the Achille 
Laura affair, and be (Bishop Kho- 
uri) was veiy angry about it But 
now he was . had time to rec- 
onsider, and tempers have cooled 
off.” a diplomatic source said. 

FLO- Chairman Yasser Arafat 
arrived in Baghdad on Wednesday - 
after a two-day trip to New DeHri ; 


and immediately went into mee- 
tings to prepare for the opening of 
the Executive Committee session. 
Palestinian sources said. 

They said most of the com- 
mittee's J J members were already 
in the Iraqi capital and the rest 
would arrive by Thursday mor- 
ning. 

Mr. Arafat had visited New 
Delhi to deliver an address to a 
youth conference and discuss the 
Mideast with Indian Prime Min- 
ister Rajiv Gandhi. 

In New Delhi. Mr. Arafat said 
the Arab-Israeli conflict would 
continue unless the PLO was inc- 
luded in peace talks. 

"No peace, no security, no set- 
tlement without the PLO.” Mr. 
Arafat told reporters before lea- 
ving India. 

He told reporters that King 
Hussein and Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak were close sup- 
porters of the Palestinian cause 
and that he had no difference with 
them. 

The PLO leader also called for 
an early convening of a proposed 
international conference on the 
Palestine issue, and urged the Uni- 
ted States and the Soviet Union to 
participate. 

Mr. Arafat attended a youth 
conference of the non-aligned 
countries on Tuesday, during 
when he accused U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan of interfering in 
the Middle East affairs. 

Mr. Gandhi met Mr. Arafat for 
40 minutes at Delhi airport Tue- 
sday night and assured him of 
India’s "fell support” for creation 
of an independent Palestinian 
homeland. . 

Mr. Arafat and Mr. Gandhi also 
discussed the prospects for con- 
vening an international con- 
ference. including the sup- 
erpowers. on thePalestinian issue, 
an Indian government spokesman 
said.

Arab message 
emphasises PLO role

in law only by the PLO... any sub- 
stitution of the PLO would be ina- 
dmissible hecause it would be unr- 
ealistic. 

"The Arab summit in Cas- 
ablanca considered also that the 
conditions for peace being sought 
would certainly be better gua- 
ranteed if they were negotiated in 
an international framework.” 

U.S. officials in Washington 
indicated on Tuesday that the 
Middle East was expea ed to he 
discussed on 1 Wednesday, the sec- 
ond day of the Geneva summit, by 
Mr. Reagan and Mr. Gorbachev. 
However, because of a total news 
blackout imposed on the two lea- 
ders' deliberations there was no 
way of knowing whether they dis- 
cussed the issue on Wednesday. 

Officials were withholding all 
comment on both human rights 
and regional issues, citing the 
news blackout. 

However, statements by U.S. 
National Security Adviser Robert 
McFarlane during a press con- 
ference Monday seemed to ind- 
icate that neither issue would be a 
high priority for the Americans. 

At the press conference. Mr. 
McFarlane termed human rights 
"a terribly important issue on the 
agenda." 

When asked whether progress 
on the question of Jewish emi- 
gration from the Soviet Union was 
a precondition for movement 
toward Middle East talks. Mr. 
McFarlane said. “The U.S. pos- 
ition towards Soviet participation 
and the resolution of Middle East 
problems doesn’t have any pre- 
conditions per se. related to Jew- 
ish emigration, nor to the .res- 
toration of relations, nor to any 
other precondition.” 

Mr. McFarlane seemed to dow- 
ngrade the Middle East as a topic 
for discussion in comparison with 


such “hot” wars as Afghanistan 
and Central America. 

According to Mr. McFarlane. 
the U.S. president's first priority is 
to discuss “existing conflicts 
where people are dying today and 
in which the conflict is being sus- 
tained in whole or in part by one 
side or another... (Reagan is) foe-: 
using on them, because they are 
more urgent, and they are existing 
wars." 

Soviet spokesmen answered 
questions about human rights in 
harsh and uncompromising terms 
Tuesday. When pressed by rep- 
orters about “persecution” of Sov- 
iet Jews. Soviet spokesman Vla- 
dimir Lomientov responded. 
“You are from Israel. Look at 
what your government is doing to 
the Arabs in the occupied ter- 
ritories. You are destroying 
them." 

In another development. 
French President Francois Mit- 
terrand said in a Jatar Television 
interview he believed it might be 
possible for Middle East parties to 
negotiate directly in an int- 
ernational conference. 

The President’s French int- 
erview was broadcast Tuesday 
night on die eve of a three-day 
state visit to France by the emir of 
jatar. Sheikh Khalifa Ibn Hamad 
A! Tbani. 

Mr.- Mitterrand was referring to 
a possible Middle East conference 
attended by the world’s big pow- 
ers. 

"... If the (U -N.) Security Cou- 
ncil members, particularly the 
permanent ones, can intervene 
without preventing the conflicting 
parties rrora negotiating directly 
during the conference.” Mr. Mit- 
terrand said.'T believe in that case 
a link can be established between 
the two trends of direct neg- 
otiations and an expanded con- 
ference." 
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Summit and what is 
possible 

PROSPECTS of the two superpowers reaching an agreement 
on the Middle East at their Geneva s ummi t meeting have 
deeply worried the Israelis. Not that Shimon Peres and his 
colleagues in the coalition government wanted Messrs Reagan 
and Gorbachev to forget completely the whole issue of the 
Arab- Israeli conflict. Just that Israel would have liked them to 
touch on the subject but only from one angle: Soviet Jewry. In 
other words, all that the Israelis wanted from the summit is for 
Mr. Gorbachev to ease emigration of Soviet Jews in return for 
allowing him tfae “honour” of participating with the U.S. in 
supporting a U.N. call for setting up an international “umb- 
rella” on the Pales tinian problem. 

< Since 1977, the Israelis have opposed the idea of bolding an 
international conference on the Middle East, contending that 
such forum necessarily includes elements of an imposed sol- 
ution and also qualifies Moscow for a role for which it is not 
entitled in the absence of diplomatic relations with Israel. A 
third reason that the Israelis have been giving lately for their 
rejection of international participation is of a more phi- 
losophical and psychological nature. According to them, a 
forum where Arabs and Israelis do not talk directly to each 
■ other is not a good place for them to solve their problems with 
the Arabs. They need to hold direct talks with ns, they insist, 
because this is one way of convincing ns of their existence and of 
making us accept their reality, face-to-face and with no go- 
betweens such as would be present in an international con- 
ference. Above and beyond that, the Israelis say nothing, bat 
we all know of some other reasons why they and the Americans 
have so far rejected the Soviet Union as a partner in the quest 
for peace in this region. 

That said, we do not know yet whether President Reagan and 
Secretary Gorbachev have discussed tfae Middle East in their 
meetings in Geneva, and if so what they discussed. As things 
stood- yesterday the picture was too unclear to judge whether 
Israeli, Arab and other perceptions would undergo a fun-- 
dameutal change vis-a-vis the question of superpower coo- 
peration on the Middle East and the rest of trouble spots on the 
surface of the earth. But it all might be different today, dep- 
ending on what had happened at Geneva on Tuesday and 
yesterday. In politics everything is possible, and it is not too 
optimistic to expect the outcome of Geneva summit to be a 
watershed for the Middle East as well.

Al Ra’i: Education reforms 

OVER the past decade Jordan realised good progress in social and 
economic fields and will continue to improve and make progress in all 
fields as long as it copes with new trends in science and technology. In 
his meeting with the Ministry of Education planning committee 
Prince Hassan Tuesday emphasised this fact, and said that sound ' 
planning for education for the coming five-year, development plan 
should be worked out. He said that curricula and educational pro- 
grammes should be based on science and technology, but should also 
lake into consideration Islamic culture and the principles of the 
Great Arab Revolt Education should be comprehensive if dev- 
elopment in Jordan is to be comprehensive. Prince Hassan said that 
the fast moving developments in technology and science require us to 
cope with them and to prepare our people to shoulder the task of 
development in the future. The aim of education, he said, is to build a 
strong generation armed with knowledge and capable of handling 
future challenges. He said that Jordanians would not be able to deal 
. with the continuous developments unless they were provided with 
die proper means for this task. 

Al Dustour: Arab reconciliation efforts 

REPORTS from the Arab World over the past week indicated that 1 
the mediation committee trying to end differences among Arab 
countries has met some success, especially in reconciling Libya with 
Iraq. There were statements also by leaders- of Arab countries ind- 
icating that they wish to see this committee achieving further success 
with the purpose of achieving Arab solidarity. These statements and 
this success are clear indication that the Arab governments and 
i people have become fully aware of the challenges their nation is 
' facing and the dangers that should be encountered with firmness, 
unity and solidarity" The Arab governments have now realised that 
• differences among Arab states have achieved nothing for anybody 
and have not helped in safeguarding the interests of the Arab nation. 
Jordan has realised this fact a long time ago and has been striving to 
reestablish solidarity among Arab countries. It started with calling on 
the Arabs to return Egypt to the Arab fold so that Arab ranks can be 
strengthened and so that the Israeli aggression can be confronted and 
ended As we hear reports about the success of the Arab mediation 
committee we feel that differences among Arab states are on their 
way to disappear. 

Sawt Al Shaab: New policy needed 

THE quick and continuous change in the economic and soda! str- 
ucture in Jordan, due to the tedmolpgical developments, requires 
measures on the part of the Ministry of Education to cope with it. The 
ministry can introduce curricula to absorb this development and so 
help the students to face their future with greater confidence. This 
was clearly put to the Ministry of Education by Prince Hassan Tue- 
sday. The Prince said that any change should take into consideration

VIEW FROM AMERICA 
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In preparing for Geneva, Reagan ignored the rightwingers 


SAN FRANCISCO - Even if 
no great agreements emerge 
from die Geneva summit, sev- 
eral smaller events indicate 
that U.S.-Soviet relations are 
improving — fast.. 

One such event was the rel- 
ease of a Soviet ship tra- 
nsporting grain from the Ame- 
rican Midwest to the Soviet 
Union. A sailor jumped ove- 
rboard and swam to shore. 
There he was picked up and 
said he wanted to defect to the 
U.5. But then he changed his 
mind. He was returned to the 
ship. There he said he wanted 
to go home. At that point the 
trouble .began. 

American rightwingers 
demanded that the ship be sto- 
pped from sailing. They went 
to the courts. Demonstrators 
shouted from shore. For a few 
days the U.S. Coast Guard 
prevented the ship from sai- 
ling*. It looked as if an ugly inc- 


ident between foe U.S. and foe 
Soviet Union would erupt just 
as foe summit was beginning. 

But then foe U.S. gov- 
ernment took swift action. 
Appeals went rapidly through 
foe legal system on to the hig- 
hest courts and an order was 
given to let foe ship sail. The 
effort to embarrass foe summit 
had foiled. But it easily could 
have been different if foe rig- 
htwingers were more powerful 
around Reagan. 

A second event was foe dis- 
missal of all except three mem- 
bers of foe Foreign Intelligence 
Advisory Board. That board 
has few. perhaps no real pow- 
ers. Its importance is much 
more symbolic. But when Rea- 
gan came in. he staffed it with 
rightwingers. All the rig- 
htwingers were dismissed, 
while the author of detente. 
Henry Kissinger, remained. 


Here Was another signal to 
Moscow saying — Reagan has 
decided to make a symbolic 
gesture showing that rig- 
htwingers qo longer play so 
important a foreign policy role 
around himas in earlier yeais. 

In fact, there seems to be a 
general decline of right wing 
power and influence in foe 
Reagan Administration. Right 
wing candidates and causes 
have not done well in the last- 
local elections in the U.S. (ele- 
ction day was November 5). In 
Houston. Texas, for example, a 
rightwing candidate ran against 
a mayor who is a woman and ' 
was accused of favouring hom- 
osexuals. He lost badly, and in 
a state which has been reg- 
arded as quite conservative. 

This purge of rightwingers 
may explain the sudden U.S. 
policy shift towards Israel and 
the PL0. It was a surprise to 


Americans concerned with foe 
Middle East when, because of 
the ship hijacking, the U.S. 
turned so viciously against the 
PLO and went out of its way to 
show its warm feelings for Isr-- 
- hel. In fact foe U.S. press went 
on a big media campaign to 
seek to persuade U.S. and 
world public opinion that 
Israeli Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres had made a generous 
peace offer to Jordan. 

Israel is not just a favourite 
of foe liberals, but of rig- 
htwingers as well. It is one of. 
foe few issues in American pol- 
itics that left and right agree on. 
By his pro-Israel and anti-PLO 
gestures. President Reagan 
whose mind is almost always oh 
politics may have figured that 


could thereby reduce some 
of the heat coming from the 
rightwing because of warmer 
UiS.-Soviet relations. 

But better U.S. -Soviet rel- 


ations also mean that Was- 
hington quietly accepts that foe 
Soviet Union has a role to play' 
in foe Middle East What sort 
of a role would that be?. 

The U.S. has accepted that 
the Soviet Union play foe 
major role in Syria. U.S.- 
Syrian relations appear to be 
rather goood, despite foe rhe- 
toric. Washington hopes, cle- 
arly. that Syrian influence can 
produce alive and not dead foe 
remaining six American hos- 
tages in Lebanon. Lebanon 
seems to be slowly quieting 
down as Syrian “deterrence” 
forces are patrolling streets, as 
in Tripoli. 

But it is unclear to me and to 
many others what sort of pos- 
ition foe Soviets'would take bn 
the Palestinian issue. Even 
though they have no relations 
with Israel. Israel is important 


to them. It is linked to foe que- 
stion of Soviet Jews, and that 

? uestion plays a key role in 
r.S .-Soviet relations. 

A very trickly period is no.w 
beginning in which Middle 
Eastern peoples, parties, and 
governments must be very 
alert. When the two big powers 
get together, they are usually 
willing to sacrifice the interests 
of other peoples in order to 
assure their own interests. 
Washington has already shown 
how easy it was to talk about 
Palestinian rights and then 
suddenly to stop talking about 
them when the situation dem- 
anded it. Expediency always 
reigns in politics. And one 
might add that a tricky period 
in the world economy is also 
be ginning . The Arab cause 
cannot afford more incidents of 
non-reason such as the ship 
hijacking.

GENEVA - The 3.1 i 7 new- 
speople at the superpower summit 
who have been pushing, shoving 
and shouting for a better story 
now had to contend with a news 
blackout' announced Tuesday by 
both sides. 

One example of journalistic 
zeal: A Zurich newspaper rep- 
orted that a Swiss TV helicopter 
that strayed too close to U.S. Pre- 
sident Ronald Reagan's summit 
residence was given one minute to 
leave the area or be shot down. 
The Swiss army confirmed the hel- 
icopter had approached foe res- 
idence and had been sternly ord- 
ered away. 

Despite announcements by 
both foe Soviets and Americans' 
that there would be no briefings' 
on “substantive” issues, reporters 
continued to wheedle and nag. 
hoping to drag more information 
out of stone-faced US. and Kre- 
mlin officials. 

‘There are really two summits 
here. There’s le grand (foe main 
one) with Gorbachev and Reagan, 
and then there's the summit con- 
ference of the press. I’m seeing? 
colleagues I haven't seen in 
years.” said John Chancellor of 
.the U S. television network NBC. 

The NBC operation involves 16 
camera crews. ISO people. 13,590 
kg of equipment and 25 drivers. 


“It is.” said NBC spokesman 
Andrew Freedman, “the largest 
European operation we have ever 
mounted. The only comparison 
would be the Republican or Dem- 
ocratic conventions.” He said the 
network is spending more than 
one million dollars. 

The summit is Geneva’s largest 
news media event ever, with news 
people occupying about 5,000 
hotel rooms, sending their reports 
over 3.020 special circuits and rid-' 
ing in more than 700 rental cars, 
according to Michel Vieux. dir- 
ector of foe Summit Press Centre. 

“There are still cheaper hotel 
rooms around but if you're after a 
five-star room, forget it.” Vieux 
said. One enterprising Japanese 
television crew set up a studio on a 1 
boat in Lake Geneva. 

On Monday, electronic equ- 
ipment plugged in for the summit 
was consuming so much power foe 
220-volt electric lines were del- 
ivering only 205 volts, knocking 
out computers and other devices. 

In major events (ike foe summit, 
access often is limited to small 
groups of reporters — pools — 
with foe understanding they will 
share their reports with .others. - 

Both foe White House and foe 
Kremlin refused foe- release of 
information that would have per- 
mitted Swiss organisers to make 
advance arrangements for the 
pools. 

The result: Pools were called at 


foe last minute. Journalists who 
were left out became abusive, and 
pushing and shoving matches were 
common. 

Pushing and shoving also occ- 
urred as rumors that one official or 
another was talking sent knots of 
reporters running down foe halls 
in pursuit of a scoop. - 

•“I know there is tremendous 
pressure of journalists and I und- 
erstand why they are fighting to 
get in these pools.” said Vieux. 'T 
am not taking any of this per- 
sonally."" 

But foe spokesman complained 
some of foe news media people 
were just plain vandals. 

“If they need a plug, they just 
cut it off from somewhere” Vieux 
said. “I gm understand them cli- 
mbing on top of foe tables to get a 
better picture but not cutting our 
wires.’* 

The summit also has provided 
an unusual opportunity for Soviet 
and Western journalists to work 
side by side and observe each 
other. 

“We are very serious. For exa- 
mple. we're not writing what they 
were wearing or who was chic and 
who was not chic.” said Pravda 
foreign editor Thomas Kof- 1 ' 
esnichenko. "We get straight' ti> ; 
foe point.” 

The Soviet editor said foe latest 
edition of foe Soviet daily carried 
detailed summaries of what was 
going on at foe summit and who 


was here under foe headline, “-foe 
work has begun.”' 

Many Western journalists sha- 
red foe impression that the Soviet 
news people were more interested 
in prompting their country’s pos- 
ition and in needling American 
briefers than on finding out what 
was happening. 

“I get foe impression they’re 
more interested in polemics than 
in journalism. They masquerade 
as journalists.” said Chancellor. 
“It makes me feel good that I 


do not have to continually adv- 
ocate foe interests of the United 
States.” 

Soviet officials came in for ple- 
nty of needling at their own press 
briefings from reporters, some 
with personal axes to grind. 

“ When are you going to let my 
86-year-old grandmother go? 
shouted one man at briefing by 
chief Kremlin spokesman Leonid 
Zamyatin.

Iraq’s Kharg strikes: 
Treason or technology?

TEHRAN — When Iraqi aircraft 
made their first successful attack 
on the Kharg island export ter- 
minal on 15 August, they found 
the island’s formidable defences 
unmanned. This was according to 
plan; foe commander of the isl- 
and's anti-aircraft units had ass- 
ured foe Iraqis foal his men would 
be taking a break at that precise 
moment 

The Iraqi air force managed to 
inflict considerable damage on foe 
installations before the anti- 
aircraft units could go into action. 
In particular, they mt a very large 
crude carrier (VLCC) moored at 
foe Sea Island jetty, on the wes- 
tern side of foe island, starting a 
blaze which damaged parts of foe 
terminal structure. The Iranian 
commander who tipped off foe 
Iraqis is now in jail, facing the ult- 
imate penalty for treason. 

The Iraqis have carried out a 
series of air raids on foe island 
since their mid-August success. 
However, these have been high- 
I altitude attacks, lacking foe pre- 
! cisionoffoe earlier low-level raid. 

This is one account of how foe 
Iraqis managed to penetrate 
Kharg's defences, put forward tty 
some highly placed Tehranis. It is 
contradicted by a more complex 
— and more deeply worrying — 
account advanced tty officials 
close to foe oil industry. 

According to ibis version, most 
| of the attacks since 15 August 
have involved low-level raids, 
supplemented by High-altitude 
bombing. Iraq’s successes are att- 
ributed to better training by 
French instructors and foe use of 
sophisticated, laser-guided mis- 
siles supplied by France. 

Many of the attacks appear to 
be complex operations involving 
several dozen aircraft. The raiders 
are reported to approach Kharg at 
I varying altitudes, making defence 
cult The use of laser-guided 
missiles also allows precision tar- 
geting from a distance. 

Whichever account of foe Iraqi 
successes is the more accurate, 
there is every sign that foe Iranian 
authorities are taking foe attacks 


seriously, making preparations to 
counter them and provide alt- 
ernative arrangements for oil exp- 
orts. Defences are being upgraded 
and other export terminals are 
being set up at safer sites. 

There are certainly no plans to 
abandon Kharg. although only 
essential repairs are being carried 
out on foe damaged installations. 
The Sea Island jetty is still being 
used for some liftings, but it is not 
being repaired. Damaged pip- 
elines and other equipment are 
being replaced. 

Kharg. which was designed to 
handle up to 7 million barrels a 
day (b/d) of crude, has so much 
spare capacity that it can sustain 
heavy damage without affecting 
foe present low export req- 
uirement of about J.6 million b/d. 
local observers point out. 

loading operations are pri- 
mitive: no pumps are required to 
load foe crude on to tankers. The 
main pumping station is at an und- 
erground she at Gurrcta. on the 
mainland; previous Iraqi attacks 
against Gurreh have failed. Rep- 
airs to pipelines can be done in a 
matter of days.

along the red-carpeted entrance 
to the Soviet Union’s U.N. mis- 
sion when foe summit resumed 
Wednesday morning. 

Mr. Gorbachev told reporters: 
“The fact that foe meeting took 
place is important- We are pro- 
ceeding on a careful course.” 

Mr. Reagan, equally at ease, 
was asked if they were getting 
along. “You can see that can’t 
you?” he replied. 

The two spent almost as much 
time in informal private meetings 
as they did in attending foe formal 
sessions covering arms control, 
regional issues such as Afg- 
hanistan and Central America, 
bilateral matters and human 
rights. 

Speakes said Mr. Reagan. 74, 
and Mr. Gorbachev, 54, were 
"communicating well with each 
other... feeling comfortable with 
each other in discussing the iss- 
ues.” 

Entering the afternoon session. 
Mr. Gorbachev told reporters he 
was convinced foe world wanted 
to see reductions in nuclear arms. 

“These ma tiers are in foe centre 
of my discussions with the pre- 
sident." be said. 

Mr. Gorbachev arranged to 
hold a news conference in Geneva 
on Thursday after foe meetings 
end. and his remarks are to be car- 
ried by television to the Soviet 
people at home. 

Mr. Reagan plans to speak to 
Congress in Washington on Thu- 
rsday night after a stopover in 
Brussels to brief North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation (NATO) all- 
ies. 

NATO sources in Brussels were 
quoted by Reuter as saying 11 
NATO heads of government will 
attend Mr. Reagan's briefing on 
the results of the summit. 

They said that, of the 1 6-nation 
alliance, only France. Greece. 
Spain and Portugal would not he 
represented by their government 
chiefs at the meeting. 

West German Radio said on 
Wednesday that Mr. Gorbachev 
wQlgo to Prague. Czechoslovakia, 
on Thursday to brief Warsaw Pact 
allies on the summit 

In Geneva, however. Zamyatin 
said Mr. Gorbachev would return 
directly to Moscow on Thursday 
after the summit 

Asked where Mr. Gorbachev 
would go on Thursday. Zamyatin 
replied with a smile: 

“To where he said he’ d be going 
— from where he came.” 


There has been widespr* 
culation that’ Mr. Gorbachev 
would stop in Prague for a meeting 
of Warsaw Pact leaders. 

Despite the rapport between 
Mr. Reagan and Mr. Gorbachev, 
both sides agreed that the sup- 
erpowers had major dis- 
agreements which could not be 
resolved during a brief summit 

“Our differences are serious but 
so is our commitment to imp- 
roving understanding,” Mr. Rea- 
gan said Wednesday. 

Zamyatin told a press briefing: 
“Of course there are dis- 
agreements. We can't solve all 
problems in three meetings. But 
this doesn't mean the two sides 
aren't trying to come to some type 
of accord." 

Mr. Reagan has said this two- 
day summit should be the beg- 
inning of a process that included 
regular meetings between U.S. 
and Soviet leaders. 

Zamyatin said the prospect of 
future summits was raised by the 
leaders at a dinner Tuesday but' 
did not say what had been dec- 
ided. However, he said foe two 
leadens had discussed visiting each 
other’s countries. 

Mr. Reagan and Mr. Gorbachev 
conferred at the Soviet mission 
Wednesday morning, and again 
met without aides for more than 


an hour, accompanied only tty int- 
erpreters. It was their third one- 
on-one session over two days of 
talks. . 

Speakes said neither Mr. Rea- 
gan nor foe U.S. interpreter took 
notes, but that foe president rep- 
orted on the discussions afterward 
to Donald Regan, the White 
House chief of staff; UJS. Sec-' 
rotary of State George P. Shultz; 
and Robert C. McFarlane. the nat- 
ional security adviser. 

“He briefs from memory.” Spe- 
akes said. Asked if the president 
carried a hidden recording device, 
the spokesman said, “I think I can 
safely deny that.” 

Meanwhile, foe first ladies of 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union on Wednesday put a joint 
message in the cornerstone of a 
new Red Cross museum exp- 
ressing hope for "peace and har- 
mony for all mankind." 

Nancy Reagan and Raisa Gor- 
bachev exchanged their messages, 
foe American one tied with a blue 
ribbon and the Soviet with a red - 
ribbon, before placing them In the 
capsule. Mrs. Reagan's staff said 
this was done as a' symbol of fri- 
endship. 

The Swiss first lady. Ursula 
F'trgjer. joined foe Soviet and 
American women in putting the 
same message in three different 


languages into the metal time cap- 
sule. which was then placed m the 
cornerstone and cemented over. 

The message said. “This stone is 
laid in hopes that this museum will 
contribute to the understanding 
and strengthening of foe Int- 
ernational Red Cross and Red 
Crescent movement, and that it 
will inspire future generations 
around the world to seek peace 
and harmony for all mankind.” 

Mrs. Gorbachev also visited the 
ultra-modem World Health Org- 
anisation building Wednesday 
morning, but refused to tell Soviet 
employees there anything about 
foe calks between her husband' 
and Mr. Reagan. 

“I can't say anything about it ,: 
until after it is over,” she told 
about 40 Soviet citizens who gave 
her a standing ovation in the exe- 
cutive board room. 

Later on Wednesday Mrs. Rea- 
gan said foal she and Mrs. Gor- 
bachev were discussing “very 
important” issues, but did not ela- 
borate. 

The comments came as a furor 
continued over remarks by White 
House Chief of Staff Regan, who 
said most women don't und- 
erstand weighty such as arms con- 
trol. human rights and Afg- 
hanistan. 


Mubarak praises reconciliation

The J978 Camp David agr- 
eement. signed by the United Sta- 
tes. Israel and Egypt, provided for 
a peace treaty between foe two 
Mideast countries and called for 
negotiations on the future of Pal- 
estinians in foe Israeli-occupied 
territories. 

Although Egypt and Israel neg- 
otiated and signed a treaty the fol- 
lowing year, the Palestinian "aut- 
onomy” talks broke down in 1 981 
because of differences between 
Egypt and Israel on the goal of the 
negotiations. 

Mr. Mubarak was in Oman for 
celebrations marking foe ann- 
iversary of foe accession of Sultan 
.taboos Ibn Sa’id to foe throne,. 
During his stay in Muscat Mr. 
Mubarak conferred with the 
crown princes of Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait and several other Arab 
dignitaries despite the absence of 
diplomatic relations between their 
countries and Cairo. 

Mr. Mubarak said that Arab sol- 
idarity was a prerequisite for bri- 
nging about an end to the five- 


year-old war between Iraq and 
Iran. Despite foe absence of ties 
between Baghdad and Cairo. 
Egypt has been supplying Iraq 
with substantial quantities of arms 
and ammunition m foe war. 

Mr. Mubarak was quoted as say- 
ing in remarls published on Wed- 
nesday that airy initiative to res- 
tore Egypt to foe Arab fold must 
come from those countries which 
severed relations with Cairo. 

"Egypt has its dignity and pride. 
It is for those who cut relations 
with Egypt to restore these ties.” 
he told Kuwait’s Al Seyassah new- 
spaper in an interview in Muscat 
_ All Arab countries but three cut 
ties with Egypt after it sighed foe 
1979 treaty with Israel. Oman. 
Somalia and Sudan maintained 
links with Egypt, and Jordan res- 
tored ties last year. 

Mr, Mubarak was speaking only 
hours after talks in Muscat with 
Saudi Arabia’s Crown Prince 
Abdullah Ibn Abdul Aziz whom 
the newspaper quoted as saying, 
afterwards; “Egypt’s place in foe . 
Arab World is a fact that cannot 


be ignored under any cir- 
cumstances.” 

In Cairo. Egyptian Foreign ' ' 
Minister Esmat Abdul Meguid 
said Egypt favoured the rap- 
prochement between Jordan and 
Syria and did not believe 
Amman's relations wjfo the PLO 
would suffer as a result. 

He said of the rapprochement 
between Jordan and Syria, “as • 
long as h is in the interest of these 
countries we are in favour of iu” 

Mr. Abdul Meguid. who acc- 
ompanied President Mubarak to 
Oman, was asked by reporters on* 
his return where foe PLO stood m 
view of the reconciliation between 
Amman and Damascus. j-

In an exclusive interview , that His Royal Highness Crown 
Prince Hassah granted to the Pakistan and Gulf Economist 
magazine, die Crown Prince expressed his views on Arab, 
Islamic -and world issues. The interview, conducted by Ibntd 
Hasson and Nasrat Nasarullah, appeared on OcL 7, 1985. 
Following, is the JUB text:-' 


I- Your Royal Highness, do yon 
see Islamic revolution and-fun- 
damentaUsm as a way out of the 
problems facing the Muslim 
world? 

A. I believe that in our context 
here that we had one Arab- 
Muslim renaissance movement in 
this century which started with the 
Arab revolt. ADd I say it is 
Arab- Muslim for the simple rea- 
son that it goes to preserve the 
sanctity of the Muslim Holy places 
in Mecca and Medina, as well as to 
preserve Jerusalem. A scholar has 
contended in a recent book that 
the Turks at the be ginning of this 
century were not prepared to def- 
end their lands and they had wit- 
hdrawn to a purely Turkish eon- 
text. And I have toiemphastse this 
point every time I meet a Muslim 
from the Sub-Continent because 
some thought that the Arab revolt 
was anti-Rhilafat movement. This 
is not true. It was a Muslim Mov- 
ement. it was all embracing, it was 
pluralistic and pluralism, was a 
source of richness. Palestinians. 
Jordanians. Syrians. Iraqis. Egy- 
ptians. Hijazi whatever it may be. 
came together. 

Today we find that liberation 
politics are the order of the day. 
Liberation from foreign influence 
leads many of our brethren to find 
literalist solutions. Thus fun- 
damentalism is a misnomer. They 
are not Salafi in spirit but they are 
Salafi in appearance. I don’t acc- 
ept that in the 20th century we 
have rediscovered Islam. This is a 
way of denigrating the evolution 
of Islam over several centuries. 
And if we are talking about a ret- 
urn to Islam we are basically tal- 
king about a return to Islamic val- 
ues. But if you look at the way in 
which liberation politics has raised 
the slogan of a salafia movement 
or an organised Muslim mov- 
ement of an extreme nature in dif- 
ferent parts of the Muslim world, 
or even a nationalist movement in 
many instance, we find effectively 
that it appeals to the young in par- 
tidQ3r/I3ife direct course of action 

or pol- 
itical — is violence of the aut- 
ocracy. Gradually we find that pol- 
itics is replacing religion as a pri- 
ority. Religion is being shrouded 
in a vision of a political ambition * 
and this we have seen. I think, in 
the case of oftr attempted dialogue 
in the early years after the take- 
over in Iran. We said “Look, we 
want Sunni-Shia Adalaf and the 
reaction was “We are not int- . 
erested in dialogue between the 
principle Madahw today. You the' 

. Sunnis have bad the superiority 
for so many centuries now it is our 
turn.” : Very well may be in terms 
.of certain areas but not in terms of 
use of force, not in terms of div- 
ision Which today has caused two 
major rifts in the Muslim World. 
One is the Sunni-Shia rift which is 
fabricated. There is no difference 
between us and the major schools 
of Shia and the second is the A rab 
rift which we can ili-afford at this 
stage. Secondly, or more imp- 
ortantly they said to us and this 
was the late Ayatollah Behishti 
who told the Muslim delegation to 
Tehran “We are not interested in 
exporting the revolution of Imam 
Khomeini” — which is basically a 
nationalist Islam being evolved.. 
And then we have Iranian nat- 
ionalism on the one side and we 
are obviously going to have Arab 
nationalism countering it on the 
other side. 

So I think that in terms of a ret- 
urn to values I can accept that int- 
erpretation of fundamentalism. 
There are certain consequences in 
our lives that we have to reiterate 
but having reiterated those con- 
sequences we don’t kffl the cre- 
ativity that is within the society, 
we do not kill the pluralism, we 
don’t loll the opportunity of div- 
ersity as a source of richness. A fter 
the A rab revolt we find that we are 
fighting in the Gulf, we are fig- 
hting in the Lebanon, the various 
forms of misery, even human mis- 
ery such as the case of Sudan wit- 
hout the necessary solidarity to 
face these problems because eff- 
. actively' a corrective way has been 
eroded. That is the tragedy of 
what is known as fundamentalism 
today. 

In addition- to which you find a 
corresponding fundamentalism in 
the Christian World which is lit-j 
eralist in' die interpretation of 1st-, 
aePS vested interest in Biblical da-J 
inis , and totally antagonistic toj 
Islam and we find this very rife, 
today in the USA. particularly in 
certain fundamentalist churches 
and one finds it in Israel. 

- So one has to be very careful 
really in identifying what exactly 
we mean by fundamentalism? 
When we see ourselves going 
with it? What it is doing to 
legitimacy ' of dialogue between 
us? And the basic problem iff that 
we have no dialogue between us- 
^Thei'eisno dialogue between 
major madtddb . And I. think film 
.fins is.oue-pf the basic flaws the 


causes of which we have tried to 
address, for example, in the con- 
text of the annual meetings of the 
Arabic Institutions for Islamic 
Civilisation Studies where wo 
have brought separatist Muslim 
Ulemas from all parts of the Mus- 
lim World to discuss some of our 
basic problems, such as education, 
financial management (he que- 
stion of minorities, the q»*"5tion of 
Shoora and democratic ins- 
titutions as well as to try and act as 
a form of clinic and what we hope 
to do in addressing youth. I think 
that the contact with the young 
people is extremely important fac- 
tor because one of the reasons of 
the rise of fundamentalism is the 
decision-making process. Aut- 
hority is a symbol of common dis- 
sent among young people and this 
has nothing to do with Islam. It is a 
common characteristic but only if 
they feel that authority is close to 
them and if they feel a dialogue is 
possible. If they feel that there is 
an exchange of views. If a young 
man or a. young woman can rec- 
oncile with working and con- 
tributing as a member of society, 
as welt as being a wife or husband 
or a father or a mother of a family 
in a contemporary society, then 
we have achieved something. But 
we have to move from the textual 
to the contextual. Normally it is 
agreed on the textual aspect. 

J. How do job move. Your Hig- 
hness, from the textual to the con- 
textual? 

A. That is by getting to know 
each other. But we do not know 
each other adequately. We find so 
many of us have travelled all over 
the world ancT yet we have not 
taken the trouble to bring brother 
Muslim countries over or brother 
Arab countries even and this app- 
lies particularly to you. 

J. Would you like to say som- 
ething about South-South dialogue 
and the new information order? 

A. I would like to mention my 
recent statement' at a conference 
in Paris where I was invited by the 
international press agencies. I 
tried to distinguish between inf- 
ormation and diplomatics. In 
Arabic ‘Aflaam’ ■ means “one all 


bilise that location I think we have 
to oonsider very seriously, what I 
have described as “Singaporising”

unnoticed over the period of 
J 959-1 979. three million Israelis 
emigrated. To the lay. int- 
erpretation of this phenomenon, 
the reaction would be. “well the 
disenchanted have gone home.” 
But the fact is that they were tra- 
ined. motivated in the Israeli 
mould and consequently are using 
their dual nationality in Europe 
and the U.S. to serve Israeli needs, 
investment needs, and industrial 
needs. The trade agreements for 
example with Europe or with the 
U.S. being evolved are a result of 
the industrial support for Israel. 
We. on the other hand, have only 
spoken of the weapon of the last 
resort in the Arab context. The 
entry into armed conflict with Isr- 
ael has often come as a reaction 
without necessary preparation, 
without necessary . strategic thi- 
nking. without com- 
plementarities.- without even que- 
stioning as to whether to give a 
moment to the correct option. 
And as far as we are concerned I 
thinlc that our motivation has 
come from the sense of the fact 
that we are the inheritors of a tra- 
dition that goes back 700 years in 
terms of file role of the Has- 
hemites in the region.

say ‘Allan’ in terms of coverage of 
events we mean sensation- - 
oriented, event-oriented news 
coverage, but there is no depth in 
it- What we need to develop is a 
symbiotic relationship between 
our data b anks .

ntries. How do we complement, 
each other?

How do 
we preserve the stability of this 
region? All of these needs an ext- 
ensively educative process for our 
decision-makers which has to be 
performed by our own- 
information-gathering services 
because we can’t depend on for- 
eign sources of information bec- 
ause of either superficiality or 
bias. And this, as yet has not been 
a process that we have even con- 
templated. Despite the sop- 
histication or the proliferation of 
hard work there is no correct use 
of such work or meetings of minds 
of South -South informants. 

J. Your Rqyal Highness had’ 
once talked about the transition of- 
society In Jordan. I have seen dur- 
ing my recent visit the kinfiof soc- 
iety which Is emerging. This soc- 
iety is trying to meet the req- 
uirements of tike 20th century , and 
yet keeping in harmony with 'the 
traefitioos Hid the heritage and the. 
faith. But It most need some sort af 
motivation. Where does the mot-; 
fratton come from? How has it 


priorities on a regional basis and 
yet rejects the super imposition by 
outside influences of these pri- 
orities. and which tries to work in 
file context of greater solidarity 
and cooperation which we would 
need. 

J. What is Your Royal Hig- 
hness’s special vision of Jordan in 
the current situation in the region.

A. Well 1 t hink that it has been 
both integrating and divisive. We 
have to a large extern seen a great 
deal of agitation towards the res- 
ources of the oil-producing cou- 
ntries and many of our com- 
munities have tried to plan on the 
basis of the availability of resource 
from the oil-producing Muslim 
countries. There were two pri- 
nciple initiatives taken in the 70s 
in the light of oil resources. The 
Algerian initiative in the mid-70s 
and the Iraqi initiative in the 80s 
of suggesting a strategy for eco- 
nomic development. Hence the 
development decade of the U.N. 
particularly focused on the Arab 
World. Unfortunately, a number 
of issues cropped up which have 
caused instability instead of pro- 
gress towards sustained dev- 
elopment. To continue to witness 
these realities and yet not to ide- 
ntify any specific problem or even, 
regrettably, to identify a will to 
face these problems either at the 
level of the public sector or at the 
level of the private sector needs to 
be closely studied and responsibly 
written about. It is very sad to find 
that there is virtually no res- 
ponsible self-criticism by Muslim 
writers of the phenomenon of oil. 

' J. Do you completely reject bil- 
ateralism? 

r ' A; Nb.'I think if is the' Second 
besL But I don’t think that it is 
going to lead us very far. Each ent- 
ity. each one of us. has its own 
particular problems. We have 
great emotional attachment for 
Pakistan and we would wish to see 
greater cooperation with Pak- 
istan.

I 
think that this absence of people's 
participation in decision-making, 
is dearly breaking us up into sub- 
groups. and cliques within our 
respective countries each with ves- 
ted interests, each with fru- 
strations that often lead to direct 
violent confrontation. 

And I guess a reason of this 
coaid be that as developing cou- 
ntries get vulnerable they have no 
option but to be subjected to the 
exploitation of superpowers.

Unfortunately, our previous exp- 
erience due to interruption of sta- 
bility has meant going back to the 
drawing-board and starting again 
after a loss of time.. I look at the 
Gulf war and realise with great 
sadness that the death of a gen- 
eration is going to have major rep- 
ercussions in the area.

A GROUP of residents at Tla’a Al AH called me to voicr bitterness 
«wpr the municipality ’s faflnre to meet their needs. Those residents 
of Tla’a Al All have been hearing promises that were ne ver k ept 
Altfann gfr , sometimes narrow secondary roods are befog asphalted, 
most of the main roads are left hi a dreadful co nd itio n. 

Just adjacent to die Baptist School, one can tefl that he has 
entered Tla’a Al All by the large holes in the road. The main road, 
which fells near the new bousing area belonging to the Pro- 
fessionals Association and which leads to the other end of Tla’a Al 
Ali, is indeed in a primitive condifoa; driving on it feels more like a 
rodeo than a drive. 

But fanny enough, when driving through that road one wftnesses 
on either side small roads that are remarkably asphalted.

CAIRO, Egypt (AP) — Jahangir Khan, unbeaten. 
Tor 4& years, begins defence of his World Open 
squash title Thursday in pursuit of a record fifth 
victory in the sport’s premier event.. 


The 22-year-old Pakistani, only 
18 when he won his first World. 
Open in Toronto four years ago by 


beating four-time champion 
Geoff Hunt of Australia, still 


looks far ahead of the field. 

Khan's form is so devastating 
that in recent months he has been 
able to concentrate on excelling at 
the less widespread but more luc- 
rative American hard-ball version 
of the game, of which he is also 
champion. 

The biggest dangers to Khan, 
who seems destined to prove him- 
self the greatest squash playeF 
ever, are complacency ana bor- 
edom. 

He admitted to being bored 
while beating Australia's Chris 
Dittmar in the final of the British 
Open earlier this year. He may 
have the same problem in Cairo, 
especially as Dittmar — probably 
his closest rival in the last year — 
will miss the championships bec- 
ause of a knee injury. 


Fourth-seeded Greg Pollard, 
another Australian, is scheduled 
to meet Khan in the final four. 
New Zealanders Ross Norman 
and Stuart Davenport are seeded 
to play the other semifinal in the 
bottom half of the draw. 

Several surprises may be in 
store, however, dne to the number 
of players of similar standard in 
the world ranking list from no. 2 to 
no. 10 or even below. 

There also migh t be surprises in 
the team event. Pakistan, tra- 
ditionally the world's leading squ- 
ash nation, probably no longer will 
be favoured to retain its title when 
that competition begins oti Nov. 
27. 

Remarkably, the Pakistanis 
chose to omit 3 5 -year-old former 
British Open Champion .'amar 
Zairian and former World Ama- 
teur Champion Maqsood Ahmad, 
even though both still are ranked 
in the top ten. 

Instead, they have picked three 


youngsters to supplement Jah- 
angir Khan: Sohl Jaiser. Jamsheti 
Gul and Umar Hayat Khan. 

England, by contrast.' has cre- 
ated a controversy by picking 
Zaman’s boyhood friend from 
Juetta. Hiddy Jahan. leaving out 
1 9- year-old British Open qua- 
rterfinalist David Lloyd 

Jahan, a Pakistan player until he 
took up residence recently in Bri- 
tain. now holds a British passport 
and at 35 has beep playing well. 
Nevertheless, critics in Britain 
contend he was given undue pre- 
ference over Lloyd. 

A British team of Phil Kenyon. 
Gawaid Briars and Jahan might 
well be strong enough to ove- 
- rcome Pakistan, as might the Aus- 
tralians. who will choose three 
from Pollard. Ross Thome. Glen 
Brumby and Dean Williams. 

After much speculation, bla-

South Africa itself was refused 
permission to compete because of 
the international sports boycott, 
although it is a founding member 
of the International Squash Rac- 
kets Federation. 


Theismann’s broken leg may end career 


ARLINGTON, Virginia (AP) - 
Washington Redskins qua- 
rterback Joe Theismann on Tue- 
sday was scheduled for more sur- 
gery to repair a compound fra- 


cture of his right lee that thr- 
eatened to end his J 2-year Nat J 


ional Football League career. 

Theismann. 36, who was ope- 
rated on shortly after being inj- 
ured in Monday night's game aga- 
inst the New York Giants, was to 
undergo a second round of su rgery 
on Thursday, according to Arl- 
ington Memorial Hospital Spo- 
keswoman Lisa Flynn. 

Dr. Charles Jackson, the team 
physician, said after completing 
the first surgery Tuesday aft- 
ernoon: “N-rays showed very 
good position or the bone, and the- 
prognosis is good.** - 
He was not available for com- 
ment late Tuesday. 

While the team continued to 
express optimism about The- 
ismann’s eventual return, experts 
in bone fractures said it is doubtful 
with the type of the injury he suf- 
fered that Theismann will ever 
take another snap. 


“It's possible that he can return, 
but my candid view is that it is 
unlikely." said Dr. Robert Nev- 
iaser, deputy chief of orthopedic 
surgery at George Washington 
University Hospital. 

“There is a strong possibility 
that this is career-ending." he 
said. “It's going to be s long, hard 
road to hope to rehabilitate that 
leg. He could surprise everybody 
and I hope that he does, but it will 
be difficult" 

Dr., Richard Wells, co-director 
of the Sports Medicine Clinic at 
Georgetown University Hospital, 
agreed that even if the cast comes 
off as early as May. Theismann's 
rehabilitation could keep him out 
.of next sea§on. 


Theismann suffered the injury, 
when he was sacked in the second 
quarter of foe Redskins' 23-21 
victory. He was trying to twist 
away from linebacker Lawrence 
Taylor, who hit him low. when lin- 
ebacker Gary Reasons fell on Tay- 
lor. trapping the quarterback’s leg. 
underneath. 


A television replay showed The- 
ismanns right leg crumbling 
under foe weight 

Jackson described the injury as 
‘an open compound fracture of 
the Tibia and Fibula*" foe shin 
bone and a bone adjacent to it. He 
said “the fracture is right at the 
boot line. The bone has some 
other cracks in it” 


Alfoough other doctors had not 


seen the X-rays, they said tel- 
evision replays showed the inj- 
ury’s severity.

Texaco ordered to pay record 
$10. 5b damages to Pennzoil 


HOUSTON. Texas (R) -Texaco 
Inc were Wednesday formulating 
plans to -appeal a S10.5 billion 
damages sward against it in a seq- 
uel to one of America's hardest 
fought ofl takeover battles. 

The award is the largest ever 
made by a U.S. court and results 
from a complaint by Pennzoil that 
Texaco played dirty when the two 
companies were vying to get con- 
trol of the Getty Oil Company. 

Texaco said in a statement it 
would “immediately seek all ava- 
ilable legal remedies to set aside or 
reverse" the award. 

After hearing post-trial motions 
early next month. Judge Solomon 
Casseb wifi enter a judgement that 
/ could modify or overturn the 
(jury’s verdict. 

If he affirms the d ecision.. Tex- 
aco wH! be able to appeal to a state 
court of appeals and beyond, to 
the Texas Supreme Court. 

The court, in Texas, found Tex- 


aco. the third largest U3. oil con- 
glomerate. guilty of inducing 
Getty and its principal sto- 
ckholders to break a binding con- 
tract with Pennzoil. 

PennzoiTs suit charged that 
Texaco interfered with its agr-. 
eeraent in January 1 984 to buy 43 
per cent of Getty for $2.6 billion. 
It sought $7.5 billion in actual 
damages and an equal amount of 
punitive damages. 

The jury of eight women and 
four men granted the requested 
actual damages plus $3 billion of 
punitive damages. 

The total exceeds the SI 03 bil- 
lion that Texaco paid to acquire all 
of Getty in the second largest U.S. 
corporate merger, and is equal to 
more than one-fifth of its revenues 
in 1984. 

Pennzoil said it was “extremely 
gratified” by the verdict, which 
“says the public demands integrity 
and morality from' the entire bus- 


Prospects improve for 
new EC constitution 


BRUSSELS (R) — Prospects for 
agreement at a European Com- 
munity (EC) summit next month 
on rewriting the constitution of 
the 27-year-old group looked 
more hopeful after two days of 
intensive ministerial negotiations, 
diplomats said. 

“Today, most disagreements 
involved minor points." French 
European Affairs Secretary of 
State Catherine Lalumiere told- 
reporters at the close of a con- 
ference of foreign ministers Tue- 
sday night, held to prepare for 
changes in the founding treaty of 
Rome. 

Dutch State Secretary for Eur- 
opean Affairs Wfllem van Eek- 
elen said there was a det- 
ermination to complete a reform 
package at a summit of EC leaders 
in Luxembourg on Dec 2-3. bef- 
ore the entry of Spain and Por- 
tugal made decision-malring even 
more difficult 

Diplomats said the foreign min- 
isters would again on Monday 
before finalising their report. 

Community leaders ordered 
tfaeir foreign ministers in June to 
look into ways of streamlining 
cumbersome decision making in 
the EC and the removal of internal 


trade barriers by 1 992. 

The mandate also included loo- 
king for ways to strengthen for- 
eign policy cooperation — either 
under the rewritten EC con- 
stitution or under a separate treaty 
— and to propose ways of rei- 
nforcing the role of the directly- 
elected European Parliament and 
the European Executive Com- 
mission. 

Diplomats said member cou- 
ntries agreed in principle on rem- 
oving barriers hampering the free 
movement of goods, capital and 
workers and free trade in services 
within the 270-million-people 
community by 1992. 

They said disagreement rem- ( 
ained over how to vote necessary 1 
regulations. Britain and Denmark 
in particular were reluctant to give 
up their right of veto on important 
decisions. 

Accord was close on approving 
extra powers to the European Par- 
liament but Mr. Van Eekelen said 
the planned concessions fell short 
of parliament hopes. 

The diplomats said next mee- 
tings would have to deal with new 
wide-ranging French proposals on 
further European political and. 
economical integration. 


U.S. is still ready to host 
global monetary talks 


WASHINGTON (R) — The.Uni- 
ted States said on Tuesday it is stfll 
.ready to play host for an int- 
ernational conference of major 
industrial countries to improve the 
global monetary system. 

- The disclosure came in con- 
gressional testimony by U.S. Ass-, 
slant Treasury Secretary David 
Mulfbrd. a key negotiator of the 
twin American initiatives this year 
to curb the dollar’s strength and- 
shore up the world debt situation. 

“There is a dear need to imp- 
rove the functioning and stability 
of the international monetary sys- 
tem,”' Mr. Mulfbrd told a House of 
Representatives subcommittee. 


Pointing out that Treasury Sec- 
retary James Baker last April off- 
ered to play host for monetary 
talks. Mr. Mulfbrd declared. “We 
remain prepared to do so if at 
some future date such a meeting 
appears to be useful.” 

His comments were the first ' 
U.S. reference since April to the 
Baker offer, which drew little sup- 
port from America's chief allies at' 
the time. 

Last week Washington sig- - 
nailed its willingness to consider 
further global monetary reform, at 
an international conference on- 
currencies sponsored by top U.S.

PEKING ( R) — China allowed its 
more than one billion people to 
hold foreign exchange on Wed- 
nesday for the first time since 
i 949 and said it was considering 
opening special foreign-currency 
shops. 

The official People’s Daily’s 
overseas edition published new 
regulations from the Baank of 
China, the country’s foreign exc- 
hange bank, which said everyone 
could now open foreign exc- 
hange accounts to withdraw and! 
deposit money. 

'‘The new regulation is in line 
with C hina 's policy of opening to 
the outside world, it said. It fol- 
lows a gradual relaxation of the 
rules under which Chinese had to 
exchange foreign money for spe- 
cial certificates in local currency. 

Since March China has allowed 
residents of some cities, and thee 
southern provinces of Guangdong 
and Fujian to open foreign exc- 
hange accounts with full right tof 
deposit and withdrawal. 

‘ More than 100,000 people had 
opened foreign exchange accounts 
in China by the end of October, 
the paper said. 

Most Chinese who have access 
to foreign currency live in Fujian 
and Guangdong provinces, the 
ancestral borne of many overseas 
Chinese who remit money to rel- 
atives. 

The new regulation is a major 
break with rules which in the oast 
[forbade individual Chinese to pos- 
sess foreign money. 

A Bank of China spokesman 
told Reuters people could use the 
money to buy goods ou foreign 
visits or through their relatives 
abroad.

Austria clears 
one brand of 
French 
champagne 

VIENNA (R) — One of three 
brands of French champagne all- 
eged by the Austrian Consumers* 
Association to contain a toxic 
chemical has been cleared by an 
Austrian Agriculture Ministry 
laboratory, according to a ministry 
spokesman. 

“Three French champagnes, 
have been tested at an official lab- 
oratory.” the spokesman told 
Reuters on Tuesday. “One has. 
been found to be free of 
diethylene-glycol. We are awa-’ 
iting results on the other two.” 

The association said on Friday 
that a private laboratory had 
found diethylene-glycol in three 
French champagnes. 

The sweetening chemical, often 
used in anti-freeze, was dis- 
covered in more than 1 .000 Aus- 
trian wines this summer and can 
cause kidney and brain damage. 

Stocks of the two champagne 
brands awaiting clearance have 
been impounded but the shop sel- 
ling the cleared brand can resume 
'sales, (he spokesman said. 

He would not name the cleared 
brand, but a French diplomat said 
it was Monopole Red Top. made 
by Heidsieck. 

Heinz Pecenka. of the firm Jac- 
ques Roullet which imports Mon- 
opole Red Top. confirmed he had 
been notified a siate-nm lab- 
oratory bad found no diethylene- 
glycol in the brand.

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Colombia to get more 
aid for reconstruction 


BOGOTA (R) — Colombia, struck by its worst nat- 
ural disaster, has won promises of more int- 
ernational aid for the survivors of the devastating 
volcanic eruption which killed 22,000 people last 
week. 


President Belisario Betancur 
said Tuesday the World Bank and 
die Inter-American Development 
Bank had agreed to re-route part 
ofSl.2 billion in existing credits to 
rebuild villages in the shadow of 
the killer Nevado Del Ruiz vol- 
cano. 

Despite the magnitude of the 
disaster, though. S. experts said 
long-term effects on the national 
economy would probably be min- 
imal. 

“We are talking about a need 
for help for 8.000 people made 
homeless."' Paul Bell, regional 
adviser for disaster preparedness 
of the U.S. Agency for Int- 
ernational Development (AID)' 
told reporters. 

He said the 8.000 figure was the 
official one used in a UN. Dev- 
elopment Programme (UNDP) 
report released by the Foreign 
Minis tty. 

The government had previously 
said up to 50.000 people were 
made homeless by the avalanche 
of mud that thundered down the 
volcano's flanks last week, obl- 
iterating the town of Armero. • 

Bell said that, as often in such 
cases, some of the relief supplies 
that flowed into Colombia on 
news of the disaster was misiouted 
or inappropriate. But U.S. Amb- 
assador Charles Gillespie said a 


lot of the supplies had been used 
and all the rest would be put to 
use. 

At the foot of the volcano, the 
gruesome, desperate search for 
survivors was due to continue as 
mud hardened over the 31 square 
kilometre disaster area, now 
under military control. 

Rescue team used heat-seeking 
devices to try to locate any rem- 
aining survivors six days after the 
tragedy. Troops patrolled the 
zone, protecting abandoned hou- 
ses from lookers, who risked being 
shot on sight. 

Two nuns were rescued and a 
woman and her two daughters 
were hoisted to safety Tuesday 
after beinc marooned on their 
farm which had been pared by 
the mud. 

Health authorities played 
down the risk of epidemics from 
the thousands of decomposed rot- 
ting bodies in Armero, saying 
there was do need to fumigate the 
area. 

And U.S. AID official Bell, 
quoting a World Health Org- 
anisation doctor, said: “No epi- 
demic, is ever initiated by a dis- 
aster.” 

He added that the only result of 
decomposing material flowing 


into the nearby Magdalena River 
‘would be to ft 


fatten the catfish.' 


The government is now 
to reunite thousands of separati 
famil ies. Many children survived 
die avalanche horror but do not 
know whether their parents are 
alive or dead. Children, some of 
them only toddlers whose ide- 
ntities are unknown, are in hos- 
pital awaiting a familiar face. 

In Guayabal. eight kilometres 
north of this devastated fanning 
town. Parish Priest A gusto Car- 
dona said the search was over. 

“Today is the last day,” he said 
as helicopters clattered overhead 
looking for life in mud flats ree- 
king: from thousands of decaying 
bodies. 

Police Sergeant William Mor- 
ales said: “Looting has become a 
major problem.” 

Engineers cleared roads and 
Red Cross teams continued vac- 
cinations against tetanus and typ- 
hoid. 

Armero survivors voiced anger 
Tuesday after radios reported that 
their fire chief had tried to raise, 
the alarm when the volcano began 
erupting on Wednesday evening, 
but had been dissuaded by the 
mayor and the priest 

Rescue helicopters continued 
hovering over the mud. cracking 
as it dried under the tropical sun. 
But officials said it would be mir- 
aculous if someone were still alive 
in the 33-degree (91 fahrenh eit) 
heat. 

Pedro Casalins. who was at 
work when the mud torrents killed 
his wife, two children, mother and 
hither, dug into the mud where his 
house once stood. 


Seoul urges simultaneous U.N. entry of Koreas 


UNITED NATIONS 

South Korea!* Prime Minister 
Lho Shin-Yong has called for the 
admission of both South and 
North Korea to the United Nat- 
ions as an interim measure pen- 
ding reunification of the divided 
country. 

“The argument that the adm- 
ission of both Koreas to the Uni- 
ted Nations would only per- 
petuate the division of the Korean 
peninsula has no validity” the 
prime minister told the General 
Assembly. Mr. Lho was the first 
Republic of Korea representative 
to speak at the General Assembly. 


“ We seek to replace deeply roo- 
ted mutual mistrust' with firmly 
based mutual trust, step by step, 
dirough the inter- Korean dia- 
logue. through exchanges, thr- 
ough conditions of peace on the 
Korean peninsula and, ultimately, 
through peaceful reunification.’' 
he said. 


Taking part in observances 
marking the United Nations 40th 
anniversary. Mr. Lho said nine 
UN. specialised agencies now had 
two Koreas as member states, 
while 67 countries maintained dip- 
lomatic relations with both Kor- 


eas.

Mr. Lho sqid it was “quite abn- 
ormal” that- South Korea should 
continue to be excluded from full 
membership in the world body, 
contrary to the principle of uni- 
versality enshrined in its charter. 
He also said South Korea had dip- 
lomatic relations with 118 of the 
159 'members of the United Nat- 
ions. while its population of more 
than 40 million placed it among 
the top 20 per cent of the world's 
largest nations and its growing 
economy made it the 15th largest 
trading nation. 

“I call upon the leaders of North 
Korea to take steps at the earliest 
date to become a member of this 
world body.” Mr. Lho. said.

DURBAN. South Africa (R) - 


At least eight people died when 
i of tribesmen dashed in a 


hundreds oi 
shanty town south of Durban, pol- 
ice and hospital sources said Wed- 
nesday. 

Police said they found six bodies 
and a Durban hospital said two 
more people were brought in dead 
after Zulus and Pondos fought 
early (Wednesday at Malagas, a 
densely populated squatter camp 
Where about 20.000 people, mai- 
nly black, live. 

All the dead had been hacked 
with machetes, called pangas in 
. southern Africa. 

Tension has been building up 
between the two tribes. Zulus 
want Pondos. whose tribe ori- 
ginates in die eastern Cape, to 
leave the area. 

Police said the fighting at Mal- 
agazi. a hilly area of dense scrub, 
grew fierce early Wednesday after 
a Pondo chief was stabbed and 
taken to hospital. Police were due 
to meet representatives of the two 
tribes Wednesday morning. 

Local Indian shopkeepers said 
they had not been caught in the 
dashes and felt they were safe but 
that many Pondos and Zulus were 
fleeing the area. 

There is a long history of fac- 
tional fighting in Natal province 
but clashes are usually between 
Zulu dans rather than with other 
tribes. 

Later, police said the shanty 
town was quiet but they were kee- 
ping a strong presence there. Mal- 
agazi borders Umlazi. a Durban 
township where more than 70 
people died in August protests. 

The police confirmed Wed- 
nesday that four people died when 
squatters at a black township near 
Leandra. east of Johannesburg, 
protested against a threat to evict 
them. 

Police, who said earlier that 
they shot dead two men and a 
woman at the township Tuesday, 
confirmed that a fourth person 
had been shot dead by a white 
shop owner. 

In a highly unusual move, police 
said they had told people at foe 
township that they would try to 
find a legally permissible way of 
contributing towards the cost of 
funerals for those who died. 


MIAMI (R) — Hurricane Kate 
gathered strength over foe Gulf of 
Mexico Wednesday after bat- 
tering Cuba and sideswiping foe 
Florida keys. 

. {forecasters said foe hurricane, 
located about 230 kilometres off 
Key West early Wednesday, was 
moving in a west-north-westerly 
direction, wh ich could bring it roa- 
ring into foe northern Gulf coast 
of the United States. 

“The storm is continuing to 
grow in strength.” said Neil Frank, 
director of foe National Hurricane 
Centre in Coral Gables. Florida. 

He said winds were reaching 
170 kilometres per hour. 


Kate left heavy damage along 
Cuba's northern coastline but only 
modest losses in foe Florida keys. 

The hurricane hit Havana Tue- 
sday, flooding streets, damaging 
houses, toppling power lines and 
flattening sugar cane fields outside 
foe Cuban capital. Several coastal 
towns were swamped by high seas. 

More than 200.000 people were 
evacuated from low-lying areas in 
Havana and central Cuba after a 
state of emergency was declared. 

The storm knocked out com- 
munications to many parts of the 
Cuban coast and foil details of 
casualties and damages were not 
expected for several days.

Greenpeace, France hold 
Rainbow compensation talks 


WELLINGTON (R) - Com- 
pensation talks between France 
and Greenpeace in Auckland over 
foe sinking of foe protest ship 
Rainbow Warrior ended inc- 
onclusively Wednesday. Gre- 
enpeace lawyer Rod Hansen said. 

Describing foe Auckland talks 
as productive. Mr. Hansen told 
Reuters: “Tliey didn’t reach any 
final conclusion but they haven't 
broken down.” 

He said no date was set for fur-' 
foer meetings but further neg- 
otiations were likely next week. 

The environmental org- 
anisation has not said how much it 
is seeking over foe July bombing 
of the Rainbow Warrior and the 
death of a crewman but officials 
have said privately foe claim runs' 
into millions of dollars. 

They said Greenpeace was cla- 
iming for the loss of foe protest 
ship and its equipment, as well as 
for extra costs involved in div- 
erting the ocean-going tug Gre- 
enpeace to lead a protest against 
French nuclear testing in foe 
South Pacific. 

The talks are headed by leading 
United Slates lawyer Lloyd Gxtler- 
for Greenpeace, and Pars lawyer, 
Daniel Soulez La Riviere rep- 
resenting foe French government 


France has already agreed to 
pay undisclosed compensation to 
the family of photographer Fer- 
nando Pereira, who drowned 
when foe converted trawler was 
sunk at its Auckland mooring. 

New Zealand is also seeking 
damages for foe invasion of its 
sovereignty in what Prime Min- 
ister David Lange called “a sordid 
act of international state-backed 
terrorism.” 

Paris subsequently admitted it 
had ordered its secret service, foe 
DGSE, to stop foe Rainbow War- 
rior protesting against the Mur- 
uroa atoll test programme. 

Two DGSE agents. Maj. Alain 
Mafart. 35. and Capt Dominique 
Prieur. 36. are to be sentenced in 
the Auckland high court on Friday 
for their part in foe 'sinking. 

Both have pleaded guilty to 
sabotage and manslaughter cha- 
rges and face a maximum of 14 
years in jail. 

Earlier, police said they did not 
believe a pistol found in the max- 
imum security prison where Maf- 
art is held, was linked to foe agent. 

The Beretta pistol and 20 rou- 
nds of ammunition was found bid- 
den in Paremoremo Prison near 
Auckland, after a tip-off from an 
inmate. 


Soviet officer describes

MOSCOW (R) —A Sovietofficer 
has spoken of the enormous psy- 
chological burden of manning nuc- 
lear missile controls. 

Interviewed in foe agricultural 
daily Selskaya Zhizn (rural life). 
Senior Lieutenant V. Gor- 
nostayev told how he had been 
working shifts at a missile control 
panel for four years. 

“I'll tell you straight, it’s not 
easy.” he said. 

“At your back are the gigantic 
power of foe most modem wea- 
pons entrusted by the motherland, 
and foe motherland itself, which 
has committed to its young sons 
foe peace and tranquillity of its 
citizens.'’ , he added.

Datuk Musa Hitam told par- 
liament 20 police and nine civ- 
ilians were wounded in Tuesday’s 
clash in Memali village in foe Bal- 
ing district of Kedah, Prime Min- 
ister Datuk Seri Mahathir Moh- 
amad’s home state. 

Mr. Musa told reporters 200 
police had moved in to arrest ext- 
remist leader Ibrahim Mahinood. 
dubbed locally Ibrahim Libya.

swords, long knives, petrol- 
:euns. 


bombs, flaming torches, shotg 
spears, bows and arrows and axes 
to repel foe police. 

Ibrahim and two top aides were 
killed in the fighting, which eru- 
pted after two police were shot 
dead in an ambush as they tried to 
arrest some 400 people. Two 
other policemen were also killed. 

Malaysia's police chief, Acting 
Inspector-General Tan Sri Mob- * 
ammad Amin Osman, said in a 
statement Tuesday night that 
there had been some casualties 
when police and “criminals” cla- 
shed in Baling. He said a curfew 
had been imposed. 

He did not put a figure on cas- 
ualties or say why a curfew was 
necessary. Police and government 
officials refused comment on the 
clash ahead of an expected gov- 
ernment statement 

Kedah is home to several Mus- 


. iim groups which the authorities 
regard as deviationists to the mai- 
nstream of Islamic thought, foe 
Singapore based English- 
language newspaper Straits Times 
said. Some of these groups, known 
as Tenera Sabilullah (Army of 
God) were headed by strong- 
willed khalifas (religious leaders). 

Meanwhile Malaysia’s Prime 
Minister Mahathir Mohamad arr- 
ived in Peking for talks Wed- 
nesday at foe head foe biggest 
trade delegation from his country 
to visit China. 

Mr. Mahathir went straight 
from the airport to a formal wel- 
coming ceremony outside foe 
Great H 3 II of the People in central 
Peking, where he was greeted by 
Premier Zhao Ziyang. 

He is due to meet President LT 
Xiannian Thursday and top leader' 
Deng Xiaoping on Friday. 

During his eight-day visit Mr.

LONDON (R) — Illegal parking by foe diplomatic community in 
London has halved after warnings that persistent offenders will be 
expelled the Foreign Office has said There were nearly 40.000 
unpaid parking fines involving foreign diplomats from May to 
August in 1 984. Latest figures showed a decrease by more than 50 


per cent in the same period this year. Egyptian diplomats topped 
foe fist of offenders in foe first quarter of 1 985 with 1 -357 unpaid 


fines. Offences by the Egyptian embassy dropped to 747 cases in 
foe third quarter. Diplomats from Saudi Arabia, Nigeria and' 
Brazil were foe most persistent offenders after Egypt. The For- 
eign Office said in May that diplomats faced foe risk of dep- 
ortation if they persisted in refusing to pay traffic fines. 


Man found not guilty in mercy killing 


HONG KONG (R) — A Hong Kong man was found not guilty 
Wednesday of murdering his critically ill brother in the British 
colony’s first case of mercy killing. A jury found Chan Yu-Keung, 
a 26-year-old printer, not guilty of disconnecting foe life support 
system of his 27-year-eld brother Chan Yu-Kwan, who was suf- 
fering from acute kidney and liver failure. Chan Yu-Kwan died in 
May. William Green, a medical doctor who had treated foe pat- 
ient. said Chan Yu-Keung had admitted disconnecting foe mac- 
hine and saying: ‘Tih sorry brother. Fin killing you. But Far 
willing to spend a few years in prison to save you from suffering 
anymore.’' Counsel for defence argued that the elder Chan may 
have been “brain dead” before foe life support was turned off. 


Test tube babies more likely to die at birth 


MELBOURNE (R) — Test tube babies are four times more 
likely to be still-bom or die soon after birth, according to a 
five-year study of Australian and New Zealand hospitals. The 
report by Australia’s National Perinatal Statistics Unit said the 
mortality rate was probably caused by the large number of pre- 
mature and seriously underweight babies. The study, published 
during a five-day international conference, examined 909 pre- 
gnancies .and revealed a mortality rate for the first 28 days of 47 
deaths per 1 .000 births, about four times higher than foe normal 
rate. 


Man injured by ‘rabbit’ gets damages 


SYDNEY (R) — A man whose leg was broken by a mechanical 
rabbit used as a lure in greyhound racing was awarded 216,000 
dollars (SI 45.000) damages by a court Wednesday. Ronald 
Sharp. 25. sued a Sydney Greyhound Club after he was thrown 
into the air by the “rabbit” while he was watching his dog in a time 
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trial at the track in 1979:
